Governor Brown, it was alleged, wanted to 
compensate General Gordon thirteen days 
after General Gordon had positively declined 
to accept an interest in the lease. 

As regards security, if the cndorsement of 
the bonds by the railroad presidents was 
unanimously ratified, would still be null and 
void unless the act incorporating the compa- 
ny, authorized such endorsement ; and the act 
authorizing the lease contemplated that only 
such railroads as were duly anthorized in 
their charter to make such an endorsement, 
should endorse the security.

The company applied to Bullock 
for the lease. He complied with the law, 
awarded it to them, and the people of Geor- 
gia had been benefitted thereby. It was com- 
plained that there was a combination. Why 
how could a company be formed without a 
combination? No one in Georgia was worth 
$5,000,000. 

The company could not swindle the State. 
They were compelled to return the road in as 
good condition as when they received it. It 
had been c ntended that the Seago company 
had made a higher bid. Grant it, but they 
did not conform to the law, whereas the 
Brown company had 

Granting that political influence was used, 
was there any tesiimony that unfair means 
were exerted to influence Bullock? Was 
there any thing unfair? The fact is, they 
were men of means, solvent, and able w 
furnish means for conducting the road, 

Mr. Goode thought there was not evidence 
enough in the papers to commit a man on a 
warrant. The State should not repudiate 
her contract on a bare suspicion of fraud. 
Evidence was one thing and proof another. 
The question of fairness or unfairness was a 
question of law. When a plaintiff comes in 
court, he must prove hia case if he expects a 
verdict in his favor. It was a provision of 
law that doubts shall always be in favor of 
the defendant. It was a little remarkable 
that Johnston, Nutting and others, who had 
never been connected with politics, and 
who were always honorable, should be con- 
nected with fraud. He could not believe it. 

Capt. White himself had said that he had 
no reason to believe that any unfair means 
had been used to obtain the lease, and he was 
the leading witness, in the opinion of the 
Committee, to influence them in declaring 
the lease unfair. Fraud without inju 
amounted to nothing. It was remarkabiec 
that the Seago-Blodgett Company could not 
get a single champion on the floor. 

The people of Georgia had spoken and 
asked us not to disturb the lease even if 
branded with fraud. The act itse’f authori- 
zed the various railroad corporations to en- 
dorse the security bond of the Western and 
Atlantic Railroad company, The act was fall 
and explicit, and granted the right to all cor- 
porations to sign the bond, and therefore the 
authority to endorse being undisputed the 
bond was valid and secure. 

Had it come tosuch a pass that because Mr. 
Brown and Mr. Hill had been politicians ; 
had been in high places, that they were to be 
ostracised, and prohibited from trading and 
engaging in legitimate trafic? Georgia had 
some honor to sustain, and therefore, the As 
sembly ought not to anpul « contract on & 
bare suspicion.

GEORGIA LEGISLATURE. 


SENATE—AFTERNUON SESSIUN. 
Tuxspay, August 13, 1872. 
Senate met at 34 e’clock, P M. 
Senator Styles proceeded with his argu- 
ment against the res*lution declairing cer- 
tain railroad bonds arnli and void. His 
speech was an exhaustive one, and occupied 
some two and a half hours in its delivery.

* Doall the damage you can to the railroacs 
and crops—carry off stock of all descriptions, | 
and negroes, so as to prevent further plant- 
ing. ii the war is to last avother year, let 
the Shenendoub valley remain a barren waste. 
[Signed | U. 5. Grant.” 
The above atrocious order is not warranted 

by the rules of civilized warfare, and de- 
serves wo rank with the infamous “woman 
order” of General Butler. Yet we are told 
there are Southern men who support Grant 
in preference to Greeley. There is no ac- 
counting for taste, On this point the Dallas 
(Texas) Herald aptly remarks: 
“General Vorter professes that many Demo- 
crates are going to stump ‘or Graut. He says 
‘that he will publish a list shortly, The man 
* who stumps for Grant is no longer worthy of 
being called a Democrat. A Democrat has 
the right not to like Grecley, but be can be 
no true Democrat who can stump for Grant, 
or vote for him either.”
